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SENATOR Brown, of Georgia, spoke yes- 
terday on Burnside’s bill providing for de- 
voting part ot the proceeds of the sale of 
public lands to the promotion of education in 
the States of the greatest illiteracy. He must 
have surprised some of his Southern’ breth- 
ren, as his speech was spirited, liberal, 
manly, and patriotic. He accepted the re- 
sults of the War, and repudiated 
the strict - construction - of - the - Constitu- 
tion policy of the Demoerais, acknow)l- 
edged that New England's supremacy 
over his section was owing to the better edu- 
cational facilities prevailing there, had kind 
words to say for the negre, and thanked 
Senator Burnside and other Republicans for 
introducing the bill. Senator Brown was 
listened to attentively, and his remarks 
seemed to make a deep impression on the 
Republican Senators. Much was expected 
from Senator Brown, but his speech of yes- 
terday goes far to justify expectation. It 
may be the commencement of a “new de- 
parture ” on the part of the progressive men 
of the South. 


THE Crown lawyers are having a rather un- 
pleasant time of it in Ireland. They can 
hardly get juries to serve, or when they do 
get them they will not convict: their wit- 
nesses do not give such evidence as they 
would wish; and, notwithstanding that the 
Judges lend them assistance once in a while, 
they have so far been unable to secure con- 
viction in any important case. Power, who 
was charged with mutilating a Bailiff 
in Kerry, was acquitted at the Cork 
Assizes yesterday, although the evidence 
against him was pretty positive. In the 
case of Healy and Waish, the farmer (Man- 
ing) who charged them with intimidating 
him about two months ago, swore yesterday 
that they did no such thing, and, of course, 
both the accused were triumphantly ac- 
quitted. They predict an acquittal of Par- 
nell at Dublin. The landlords, or their 
friends, have taken to writing threatening 
letters. Parnell, Davitt, amd Dillon have re- 
ceived messages of this nature. 


From France comes the intelligence that 
the De Lesseps Panama Canal scheme has 
met with a support wholly unexpected; that 
Reinach, whom Rochefort challenged for 


publishing his letters, is Gambetta’s secre-. 


tary; and that Baron Harden Hickey, the 
fire-eating Franco-Irishman, has made his 


peace with Meyer, the editor of the Gawlois. 


Mme. Thiers’ funeral took place yesterday. 
Gambetta and his enemy Buffet were con- 
spicuous in the procession. Rochefort 
alludes to Gambetta in his paper as “a liar, 
a robber, a forger, a false Genoese,” and to 
cap the climax calls him “a ‘wretch worse 
than MacMahon or Thiers.” The France 
hints that Rochefort is insane, and for that 
réason will withhold an article which has 
been written about him. | 


Twin Bexce Jones, an 


who owns property in Ireland, on which 

London Times says he has expended $125,000, 
has made himself disliked. by his tenantry 
and his neighbors because he has refused to 
take rents equal to Griffith’s valuation from 
his tenants, and because he: has written 


articles opposing the demands of tenants 


generally in MucMillan’s Magazine and 
other periodicals.. He has been “boycotted.” 
The Steamship Company have refused to 
transfer his cattle to England, and the Rail- 
way Company which furnished them trans- 
portation to Dublin is likely to suffer for do- 
ing so. Mr. Jones and his family have to do 
all their own work as they can find no per- 
sons who will work for them. 


Snovu.Lp Judge Woods’ nomination be con- 
firmed Ohio will have three representatives 
on the Supreme Bench. It is possible thai 
Stanley Matthews will be appointed to suc- 
ceed Judge Hunt, and some say that Judge 
Clifford’s place may be filled by the appoint- 
ment of another Ohio lawyer, which would 
give the Buckeye State a majority of the 
Court. The Southern politicians are much 
displeased at the appointment of Judge 
Woods. They say he is not a representative 
man of their section. The Pennsylvanians 
are not pleased either; they think that, as 
Judge Strong hailed from their State, a Penn- 
sylvanian should be his successor. Now, 
Illinois has no representative on the Bench, 
yet it does not complain. 


Gren. GRANT has entered with great en- 
thusiasm into the work of pushing the Nic- 
aragua-Canal project, and is receiving very 
considerable support and encouragement. 
The ex-President does not regard the De 
Lesseps Canal scheme with much favor, and 
intimates that its completion under Euro- 
pean ‘patronage is a menace to this country. 
Many of the supporters of Gen. Grant freely 
charge that the subscriptions to the De Les- 
seps scheme are by no means as large as they 
are represented to be. Most of the stock, 
they say, has been purchased by the King of 
Belgium, a patron of the French engineer. 


At a meeting of the House Committee on 
Mississippi Levees held yesterday it was re- 
solved, on motion of Mr. Gibsen, to amend 
the Mississippi River Improvement bill now 
before the House by substituting an appro- 
priation of $1,300,000 for the $6,000,000 pro- 
posed by the original bill. Mr. Gibson and 
other Southern members thought that there 
was little chance of getting $6,000,000, and 
that asking so much might have a tendency 
to defeat the bill; hence the reduced demand.

SENATOR PENDLETON introduced a Civil- 
Service Reform bill in the Senate yesterday.

Mr. Nichol, the Government Engineer, giving

mer is ot little interest. The Minnesota, Da- 
kota, and Missouri Divisions are in fair shape,

careful inspection, together with ning up ana 
the rectification and adjustment of many of the 
curves. The equipment on the Eastern Divis- 
jons is generally very fair. The following re- 
marks are made as to the lands of the Company: 
From the commencement of the Company's 
grant at the western edge of the grant to the 
St. Paul & Duluth Ruilroad Company to about 
forty miles west of Brainerd the country is a 
succession of swamps and low uplands, inter- 
spersed with numerous lakes. The swamps are 
mostly covered with a growth of tamaravk, 
cedar, and spruce, while on the uplands are 
round white pine, oak, seme elm, and various 
other kinds of wood usual in a forestin the 
nosthern United States. 

From about forty miles west of Brainerd to 
about thirty-five miles east of Fargo, the coun- 
try is prairie, with numerous lakes, patches of 
swamp, and occasional timber, and much of it 
good for agricultural purposes. From this lat- 
ter point westward to the Missouri River 
stretches the great wheat region, embrac the 
— — valley of the Red River tne 

or ! 

This country is rapidly filling up with settlers, 
or of a good class, the neut, well-puint- 

farm buildings so noticeable in this region, 
bearing witness thereto. 

West of the Missouri River, on the portion of 

road recently accepted by the Government 
and opened for use, the country is as yet almost 
uninhabited, and but little of the land surveyed. 
This region is all open plain country, some- 
what more broken and,undulating than that be- 
tween the Red and Missouri Kivers, but the 
— portion of it ie apparently good wheat 

1d, and willl, doubtless, produce good crops, 
though not, perhaps, so large as in the Red River 
Valley. Extensive beds of lignite are found on 
this portion of the road, and extend much far- 
ther west, furnishing a fuel available for all 
domestic purposes. The Company are now 
using the fuel in their locomotives, mixed in 
— quantities with other coal. 

t is probable that with a modified form of fire- 
box, similar to that now being introduced on 
some Kastern roads, this fuel can be used with- 
out admixture with any other. Lignite of no 
better quality than this was burned successfully 
in the American engine with Wooteu's tire- 
box, which was sent to the late Paris Exposition, 
during some trials on the Italian railroads. 

lam informed that steps have been taken to 
test this fuel in a similar manner. 

On the Pacific Division the line from Kalama 
to Tucoma passes through a well watered, tim- 
bered country, with occasional open prairies. 
These prairies do not appear to be very rich, but 
there are, doubtiess, lands in the river bottoms 
good for farming purposes. 

The magnificent timber embraced in the 
Compauy s grant on this coast must become val- 
unable as soon as communication is opened with 
the treeless district eustof the mountains. At 
present, as shipments ure chiefly made by sea, 
ouly those lands ug ou the Sound are 
auvailabie. 

The targe beds of cretaceous coal lying within 
the grant must also prove valuable. During the 
late inspection the mines at Wiikeson were vis- 
ited. Owing to an impruper system of — . 
these wines have not hitherto been successfu 
The coal lies in large veins, with a tip of about 
65 degrees, with the ravine through which the 
stream runs cutt across the strata, so that 
every natural facility is afforded for economical 
working. Some of these veins are said to pro- 
duce good smith-coal, while the coke made from 
coal mined here (specimens of which were 
brought away) appears to be of excellent qual- 


ity. 

On the Pend d Oreille Division, after leaving 
Ainsworth, the line passes through about twen- 
ty-four miics of open sandy country, and then 
enters a treeless, rolling region, with soil of vol- 
canic and covered with a growth of “ bunch 
gruss. This continues as far as my journey 
reached—is said to extend to Spokane Falls— 
rtion of the great wheat 
country of Kastern Washington Territory. 

It must not be supposed t the entire coun- 
try within the limits of the grant on this divis- 
ion are of this oharacter. ‘The western limits 
embrace a portion of country bordering on the 
Columbia, covered with drifting sands from the 
river; but it is probable that 60 per cent of the 
grant on this division is available for cultiva- 
tion.

ACCIDENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.— The Government En- 
gineer, Mr, A. B. Nickol, thus writes of railroad 
accidents in his last report: 

I find reports of thirteen different accidents 
which have occurred in the United States during 
the eighteen months ending June 30, 1880, from 
derailments on bridges, or from desects in the 
bridge superstructure, occasioning the loss of a 
number of lives, and the destruction of property 
of considerable value. There have been without 
doubt many others of like character, either not 
reported, or else classed under the head of acci- 
dents from “unexplained couses. The fall of 
the Tay bridge in Scotland., Dec. 28, 1879, with its 
attendant loss of life, calls to mind the disasters 
in this country at Ashtabula, O., Dec. 29, 1876, 
and at Tariffvilie, Conn., Jan. 15, 1878. All of 
these three disasters were occasioned by defects 
in the structures themselves, either in design or 
manufacture, or both. 

It is not an uncommon practice in the United 
States for railroad companies to make contracts 
with manufacturers for bridges to be construct- 
ed from designs furnished by the latter. In 
many cases the designs are never examined; 
the material and work manshipare not inspec ted 
during the process of manufacture; nor is the 
structure examined for acceptance after erec- 
tion by an expert on bebalf of the railroad com- 
pany; and in consequence, bridges are in use 
whose margins of safety are much leas than is 
called for by the best practice. In some cases 
which have come 10 20 knowledge the engineer 
bas been overruled bv superior authority. in 
order to save in first ost. and bridges have been 
erected which have had to beremoved in a short 
time on account of manifest weakness. 

As relating to the practice of allowing manu 
facturers to design bridwes without expert 
supervision, I quote the followimg extract from 
a letter from Mr. Clemens Herschel, member of 
the American Society of Civil Engineers, pub- 
lished in the Boston Daily Adver Jau. 25, 
1877, in which, after ay fa 2 on the Ashb- 
tabula failure, be says? “There is only one 
correct way of building bri or large roofs; a 
constructing engineer must ign the bridge or 
roof; his plans can be changed in detail until 
satisfactory to the party that pare Pos it, and all 
contractors must bid on that plan.“ This, in my 
opinion, is the correct met and, if universal- 
ly adopted, with the addition of — — inspec- 

on during manufacture and erection, would 
doubtless prevent numerous accidents from 
originaily defective structures; nor would this 
practice work any injustice to competent engi- 
neers en in the manufacture of bridges, as 
it would effectually protect them from ignorant

NATIONAL LEGISLATION 

The movement to secure the passage of a 
National Railroad law during this session of 
Congress has already been inaugurated. Mr. 
Weaver, of the House of Representatives, pre- 
sented the tollowing resolution in the House 
last week: : 

“ WHE Grave abuses exist in the man- 
agement of commerce between the 
whereby the producing and shipping interests 
the country are constuutly compelled to pay the 
most unjust and exorbitant rates for trunspor- 
tation; therefore, 
“ Resolved, Thut, in the judgment of the 
House, it is the duty of the General Government 
to at once exercise its constitunonal to 
regulate commerce between the States by the 
passage of such laws and establishing such 
regulations as will secure to the whole — — 
Just and impurtial rates for the transportation 
of both freight and passengers.” — 


Commerce, has already presented a vew draft of 
his Inter-State Commerce bill, which he pro- 
poses to urge during this session. 

The feeling in favor of the adoption of a Na- 
tiona! Railroad law iswetting stronger every day. 
The Legislatures cf nearly all the States ju the 
country ere being urged to take up the question 
and pass laws to restrict the power of rail- 
roads and prevent them from suckiug the mar- 
row out of the bones of the public. As the 
railroads fear State Legisiativeaction more than 
National legislation. it is believed that they will 
make no such concerted opposition against the 
passage of a reasonable law eee the rail- 
roads by Congress as they did last year. Most 
of the managers of Western roads ve come 
to the conclusion that they will be rather 
benefited by such a law than harmed. 
The aggressiveness of Eastern rullway kings in 
— up ali the lines they lay their bands on 

as alarmed the Western managers, most of 
whom ure fearful that their lines may fall in 
the hands of those powerful magnates, unless 
restricted by action of Congress. The opposition 
to the passage of a Nationui Railroad law during 
this session of Congress will come almost entire- 
ly from the Consolidationists, and they no 
doubt will use every means at their command to 
defeat the scheme.

ther increase the clamor in the West for 


roads are making strenuous efforts to lift the 
blockades that bave been so embarrassing to 
them during the iast few weeks, and most of the 
roads leading east from this city refuse to take 
any but perishabie freight for the present, to 
allow the Eastern lines to dispose of the trame 
now in transit. It is believed that in about a 
week the railroads to the East will be open 
again, and ready to take vare of all the business 
that offers. By that time the advisavility of 
ordering an advance in east-bound freight rates 
will again be considered, and for this reason the 
General Managers of the various leud- 
ing cast from this city will meet here 
next Wednesday to discuss the situation, 
and find out whether tt wil then 
be advisable to order an advance. They will 
also takeinto consiacration at that meeting the 
present difficuity rewarding eust-bound — 
senger business, and in the meantime the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of the roads East from 
this city will take nocognizance of the “cuts” 
made by the St. Louis lincs trom St. Louis and 
Kansas City.

NEW YORK CENTRAL BLOCKADE. 
Synacusx. N. V., Dec. 15.— The unprecedented 
freight boom on the New York Central Railroad, 
which started in early October, continues un- 
abated. Notwithstanding the large addition to 
the rolling-stock of the road during the past 
year, the Central is at times unable to cope with 
the demand upon it, and although the loaded 
cars are hurried through as rapidly as possible, 
it takes from fifteen to twenty days for freight- 
cars to reach New York from Chicago. Freight 
blockades are of almost daily occurrence. 
All along the road freight-vcars are lying 
on side- tracks awaiting their turn to 
be taken Kast. At Dewitt, the wake-up 
centre of the road, ft is not au uncommon thing 
to see from 1.000 to 2,000 loaded freight-cars. 
Every engineer does double duty, and all the 
availabie roiling-stock is pressed into service. 
The blockade at Buffalo is in LI to that 
on other parts of the road. Here are the cars 
received from the Western roads, besides the 
large quantities of grain and merchandise 
shipped from that point. The Northwestern re- 
giou has been very prolific during this last sea- 
son iu the amount of grain raised, and the esti- 
mute is that it is the largest product that part of 
the Union has ever produved. This is one of the 
reasons for the blockade of the roads, a circum- 
stance which has never before happened. 

There pass over the Central datly fifty trains 
for the East of thirty-eight cars each, a total of 
1,900 cars. For the West, forty trains of forty- 
tive cars per day, a total of 1,800 ears. For a 
week, gomg Eust, 13,300 cars; going West, 12,600 
cars; a grund total of 25,900 cars. For a month, 
roing East, 57,000 loaded cars; for the West, 
54,000 cars; a grand total of 111,000 curs for a 
month. These statistics are aside from the pas- 
souger traffic.

NEW EASTERN TRUNK LINES. 
Boston Journal, Dec. 13. 

The recent success of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railway in obtaining a line between Baltimore 
and New York free from the control of its great 
rival, the Pennsylvania Central,and via which 
for the first time in its history it is enabled to 
compete with the other trunk lines for New 
York and Eastern traſhe upon somewhat equal 
terins, is noticeable from the fact that, notwith- 
standing the many thousands of miles of new rail- 
roads constructed within the past twenty years, 
the traffic between the West and New York has 
for all practicable purposes beeu confined to the 
Pennsylvania, Eric, and New York Central Kai- 
roads, which, with the assistance of the Erie 
Canal during the season of canal navigation, 
have monopolized this immense traflic. 

If we consider that, notwithstanding this mo- 
nopoly of traffic, the rates of freight have been 
the lowest upon any trafic in the world, and that 
New York City bas retained her position in the 
commercial world , it must be conceded that the 
movopoly has not proved to be an injurious one, 
whatever may be the claims of some of the 
merchants of New York City, who will probably 
never become satisfied with our transportation 
interests unless ail the other ports in the country 
ure closed up and its entire commerce concen- 
trated at their own. It is noticeabie, also, that 
just at this time, when the Baltimore & Ohio are 
seck t add to New York’s means of trans- 
portation with the West, two other lines are in 
course of construction and nearing completion, 
while two more are confidently ex before 
many months have 1 

The most promising of these new lines is that 
in connection with the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western, which road is now in operation be- 
tween Jersey City and Binghamton, over a bet- 
ter graded and shorter route than that of the 
Erie Railway between the same points. Between 
Binghamton and Buffalo, as is well kuown, a 
new — isin course of construction, and, 

when completed. the coming year, there will be 
opened a new line between Butfalo and New 
York shorter thau either of the two now in oper- 
tion, —the Erie and the New York Central. This 
line, it is sup d, will give the Gould systems 
of roads their Eastern terminus, and cunse- 
quently a large traffic will doubticss await its 
opening. 

The second new tfunk line promised soon is the 
one in connection with the old Uswego Midland. 
This road having, like so many others, passed 
from the hands of a Receiver, now finds itself in 
the bands of capitalists who are — dovelop- 
ing it into a trunk line between New York City 
and the lakes. Large tracts of land fronting 
upon the North River, opposit New York City, 
have been secured, and the construction of 
@ new connection between Middicton, the 
eastern terminus of the Midland, and Jersey 
City, via West Point, is now under way, and via 
the Lake Ontario Shore Railway, a connection 

ith Buffalo and the Western railroads will com- 
plete the line, though it is claimed that a new 
road, parallel with the New York Central for 
some distance, is also in contemplation for its 
Western continuation. With a line in operation 
between New York, and Oswego, and Buffalo, 
this road will undoubtedly enter into an active 
competition with the other lines.

been so patched up that a man may be clothed 
in purple and fine linen and fare sumptuously 
every day, all on other people's money, and 
you can’t collect a doliar from bim; and the 
criminal of any bue or grade 9 by a skillful 
manipulatien of the law, stave payment of 
the penulty for his wrong-dotng until the dis- 
heartened victim gives uptrom sheer exhaus- 
tion. And the worst feature in the case is that 
ublic sentiment and the Courts both scem to 
ean that way. Take the case of this man Roy. 
In 1896, in the prime of life and full vigor 
of manhood, struck down and utterly incapci- 
tated for business for years, if not for life, by 
the gross carelesness of this corporation. I was 
a member of the jury that patiently and attent- 
ively listened to the evidence, arguments, and 
instructions in the case, and of course took part 
in the deliberations in the jury-room, and a ver- 
dict was reached by a common sense, business 
calculation—namely: what the man’s services 
were worth on the market when sounds and what 
the testimony showed them to be worth after 
the injury. Subtrac one from the other, 
and adding his medical bills, was the method of 
arriving at the measure of damage found by the 
jury,—nothing for suffer nothing for sym- | 
pathy. And when | read, For this error alone 
the Justice reversed the judgment and re- 
manded the cause for a new trial,” and this 
three and a-half years after the trial, in the 
progress of which counsel for the defendant 
more than intimated their willingness to sub- 
mit to a judgement of $6,000, I am led to believe 
that somebody was not far but of the way whe 
he said, “Agree with thine adversary = 
while thou art in the way with him.”

WESTREN RAILROADS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Dec. 15.— A. B. Nichol, 
the Government Engineer, in reporting upon 
the condition of the different railroads, among 
other things says: 

The abundant crops of the past three years 
have largely increased the carnings of the rail- 
roads. The drought in Western Kansas and 
Nebraska has somewhat affected the business of 
the rouds in that region, but, generally speak- 
ing, the crops bave been good, and the acreage 
invreased over former years. 

A very noticeable feature on many Western 
rouds has been the more thorough and efficient 
condition in which the equipment, espe- 
cially that pertaining to passenger tratiic, 
has been maintained, as compared with 
the way and its appurtenances. Itis gratifying 
to notice that the recent increase in prosperity 
has enabied many companies to expend consid- 
erabie sums in improving the condition of their 
roadway and structures. improvement 
consists not merely of renewals in kind, but 
also in the substitution of permanent structures 
for those ofa 8 character, and of steel 
rails for those of iron. There is still room for 
inuch improvemect, especially in the drainage 
and ballasting of road-beds, and the policing 
of line and yards. 

As an indication of the rapidity with which 
this Western country is being developed, it may 
be proper to state that, out of a total of about 
4.000 miles of track laid in the first nine months 
of the current year, over 2,000 miles are west of 
the Mississippi River.

One of the most significant things at the 
National Capitol is the utter indifference 
which has been shown to Secretary Sher- 
man’s recommendation in regard to silver, 
and the President's comment on the status of 
the greenback. It can searcely have escaped 


notice that the President in his message ad- 


hered to the theory that the greenbacks 
ought to be demonetized, while the Secre- 
tary abandoned it in his report by making 
no referente to the uber except 
in the way of general eulogy of the 
currency system. The reason for this 
is; that Seeretary Sherman is looking 
forward to a future political career, and has 
presumably satisfied himself that his ambi- 
tion of last summer would have been greatly 
aided, though probably never realized, if he 
had not conformed in his preeeding annual 
report to the Presidential but wnpopular 
notion in favor of repealing the legal-tender 
quality of thé greefibacks. Had Setretary 
Sherman gone still further this year, and 
abandoned his futile and foolish antagonism 
to the standard silver dallar, he would have 
saved himself the humiliation of the pointed 
neglect and general indifference which the 
proposition has encountered. | 

The preponderating sentiment in both 
Houses of Congress seems to be in favor of 
letting alone beth the standard silver dollar 
and the greenback, so far at least as their pres- 
ent eharacter and quality areeoncerned. The 
number of people in this country who would 
like to reduce-the debt-paying money to gold 
alone is now admitted on all sides to be at- 
most infinitesiiial as compared with the 
whole population, and it is in the highest de- 
greé improbable, now that the question has 
been widely discussed and is generally 
understood, that any efforts will be 
made te eater to the selfish inhter- 
ests of the few. Any disturbance of 
the present monetary system wil be resisted: 
by so many in both parties and from all sec- 
tions that the goldites appear to have given 
up the fight. International agreement upon 
the monetary ratio of silver and gold is 
looked forward to by the most intelligent 
meh among all shades of opinion on the 
subject as the ultimate. solution of the silver 
question, and many of those who formerly 
antagonized the restoration of silver to the 
American monetary system now concede 
that enlargement of the American silver 
coin, which is already heavier than 
the silver coin of ahy other nation, 
would retard and embarrass the work ef, in- 
ternational agreement: There is only one 
change that is at all likely to be made, and 
this will not affect the volume or relative 
current value of the cutréii¢y. Senator Hill, 
of Colorado, has a proposition te retire the 
notes ef the denominations of $1 and $2 in 
proportion to the future coinage of standard 
silver under the present law, contemplating 
that ultimately theré shall be no notes of 
smaller denomination than $5. ‘The theory 
of this proposition is, that the sil- 
ver dollars will rapidly come into 
general citculation when the small 
notes disappear. Thisisin the line of the 
recommendatibn made by Mr: Burchard, the 
Direetor of the Mint, and it is the practice of 
all other specie-paying countries. Senator 
Hill thinks his bill @afi pass the Senate, and 
in that case theré is little dbubt that, the 
House will concur, The silver men gener- 
ally will favor it. 

It is not difficult to understand the reason 
for the general eontent with the present 
monetary system. The amount of cur- 
rency outside of the gold and silver 
standard coin now in actual cir- 
culation is over $700,000,000; and has 
a value exaetly equivalent to its face, and 
vastiy larger than the value of the currency 
which amounted to $200,000,000 more on its 
face, and then there was neither gold nor 
silver in circulation. In other words, money 
was never so plenty in this country, and 
never before of the seme standard and uni- 
form value throughout. It may be safely 
predicted that no effort will be made in either 
House of Congress to experiment or tamper 
with this condition of things, and any iidi- 
vidual or faetion that shall have the temerity 
to make such an effort will meet With instalit 
and humiliating defeat. The fate that has 
attended the official suggestions made by the 
President and Secretary ef the Treasury in 
regard to greénbacks and silver ought to 
warn the other theorists to desist, and prob- 
ably Will have just that effect. _

REFUNDING THE DEBT. 

The action of Congress on the bill author- 
izing the funding of the outstanding 5 and 6 
per cent bonds will probably disclose a 
greater variance of opinion among the mem- 
bers than ought naturally to exist on such a 
question. The Government owes some 
$650,000,000 of borids bearing 5 and 6 per cent 
interest. It is 4 proposed to substitute for 
these other bonds bearing 3 or 3'4 per cent. 
The wisdom and economy of this policy 
ought to be obvious to every person. 

There is, however, a contlict of opinion on 
this subject, and that too among men who 
are not influeneed or controlled by the green- 
back delusion. Among those opposing the 
issue of this thirty-year 3 per cent bond will 
be found those who support the poticy of 
paying off the debt as rapidly as possible, 
and of maintaining taxation without redue- 
tion for that purpose, 

The burdén of a public debt ismeasured by 
the interest tax Which it imposes upon the 
people; if it bote no interest it would not be 
felt at alt, and it would be no burden. When 
the rate of interest on the debtj is less than 
the value of money in the liands of the people, 
then taxation for the purpose of. paying off 
the principal of the debt becomes more or 
less an oppression. Among those statesmen 
who are special champions of the “ National 
honor,” and who think the wisdom of our 
financial policy is measured by the amount of 
the National debt annually purchased by the 
procbeds of taXition, this theory of paying 
off the publie debt in large and increasing 
annual installments is strongly supported. 
This class of fmanciers will probably oppose 
any thirty-year bead, even at 8 per cent, but 
will insist upon zissuing short paper which 
may be taken up in anuual installinents and 
the whole of this loan paid off in ten years 
by maintaining heavy taxation. 

Wecannot regard this policy of ¢ontinu- 
ing War taxes to pay off a debt bearing from 
3 to 4 per cent otherwise than foolish. unjust, 
and oppressive upon the producing industry 
of the coutitry. Money cannot be so wisely 
and profitably employed as by leaving it in 
the hands of the people. They can find the 
most profitable employment for it; to them 
it has a value far beyond the rate at which 
the Government ean save by paying these 
bonds. . 

Estimating that there are eight millions of 
families in the United States, and that a tax 
of sixty millions of dollars a year is taken 
from them to pay off a loan which bears but 
8 to 33¢ per cent interest, these families are 
deprived of that mueh money, which, if left 
in their hands to be applied in their own 
business, would be worth to them from 6 to 
Sor 10 per cent. To pay off a debt bear- 
ing 3 per cent there is now taken from 

the people capital invested in their own con- 
cerns from which they annually gather from 
6 to 10 or more per cent. The people of the 
Western States are not profligate in their 
ee they earn their money by hard 


it. If in debt, they need all their money to 
take up mortgages on which they are now 
paying from 7 to 10 per cent interest; if out 
of debt, they can employ their money on 
their farms in multiplying their live stock, 
in improvements on ‘their farms, and in in- 
creasing their productions, at an average re- 
turn on their investments exceeding 10 per 
cent: if engaged iii manufactutes. they can 
find use for every dollar in their wages fund 
at a saving of 6 to 10 of 12 per cent; and if 
traders and dealers in merchandise, the use of 
money is now worth as much as the ordinary 
profits on sales. 

Where, then, is thé Wisdom, or even the 
ordinary good judgment, ot taxing the coun- 
try, the producers, the industrious popula- 
tion, sixty millions of dollars and more an- 
nually to save 8 per cent on bonds, and tak- 
ing that much of their working capital out 
of their business, when itis worth to them 
an average of from 6 to 12 pet cent, and ap- 
plying it to the payment of a National loan 
bearing only 3 per cent? Would any man 
adopt such a policy in his own business? 

The anxiety to keep up the incréasing Sink- 
ing Fund is wholly uncalled for and purely 


the National struggle for life, Congress pro- 
vided fora Sinking Fund for the ultimate 
payment of the bonds issued for the War, 
the purpose was to give the holder's of these 
bonds a security for their debt. But these 
bonds have all been paid ot refunded. ex- 
cept some 6 and § per cents that are now 
about to be refunded into 3 per cents; henee 
that obligation to maintain a Sinking Fund 
does no longer attach to the bonds of the 
United States now outstanding, and even if 
there were such an obligation the payments 
into the Sinking Fund ate far Ih excess of 
the original contract. 

There are now 8258, 000, 000 of bonds pur- 
chased and held for the Sinking Fund, and all 
these are bearing interest at their original 
rates, and some twelve millions a year are 
levied and forced out of the taxpayers to pay 
interest on these purchased and caneeled 
bonds. This is most abominable financier- 
ing. The interest on the paid-off bonds is 
invested in other bonds, so that the $258,000,000 
of the public ‘debt nominally paid are still 
an interest-bearing obligation, and the inter- 
est thereon, exceeding $12,000,000, is annually 
compounded. 

So long as the Government ean float ifs 
bonds at 3 or 3'¢ ber cent luterest, to continue 
War taxes to pay the principal of the debt is 
wanton oppression. It is to be hoped that a 
majority in Congress will interpose the 
legislative authority now tv do one of sey- 
efal things: (1) Abolish the annual payment 
into the Sinking Fund, and limit payments 
of the principal of the debt to the surplus 
revenue, the payments to be final when 
made. (2) The repeal of taxation which now 
supplies this annual contribution to the Sink- 
ing Fund. (3) If, however, continued War 
taxation must continue, then let Congress 
appropriate a sum equal to the present an- 
nual contributions to the Sinking Fund, say 
$50,000,000 to $60,000,000, to be divided per 
capita among the several States, to be used 
by them for free-school purposes, thus en- 
abling the people of the several States to 
repeal the faxes now laid on their lands and 
houses for that purpose and to that extent. 

Whatever poltey be adopted, let Congress 
understand that any tax taking from the 
pockets of the people money worth to them 
6 to 12 per c@nt in their business for the pur- 
pose of paying 48 per cent loan not due fer 
thirty ot forty years 1s a barbarism ant an 
oppression, inéonsistent with any degree of 
financial knowledge or experience and high- 
ly detrimental to the publie welfare. 


A DOG IN THE MANGER. 

To put it in plein language, the Congress- 
men in Washington who are talking of ap- 
plying the Monroe doctrine” to the Panama 
Canal are talking stuff and nonsense, and all 
those who are opposing the construction 
thereof upon the pretense that It is a viola- 
tion of that doctrine ought to know that their 
pretense is unmitigated humbug. Nothing 
more preposterous could be urged than the 
silly statement that the investmentof French 
capital for the cutting of a ship-anal -across 
the Isthmus to save the shipping of the world, 
Ameria inéluded, six to eight thousands of 
miles of navigation around South Amertléa 
and Cape Horn, in any way interferes with 
that doctriue. It has nothing Whatever to do 
with it. If we are going to enforce the Mon- 
roe doetrine, then it behooves us to dig the 
canal ourselves and multiply our army and 
navy so that we can fight the world to hold 
and protect it. And suppose we dig 
it; tire we i then ready to fight 
France, Germany, England, or other 
foreigners who will want to tse it? The 
people of this country have no such desire 
or intention, —no more have the fellows in 
Washington who are cackling so leudly and 
glibly about the Monroe doctrine. They do 
not intend to build a canal or to spend a dol- 
lar on it. It is simply a dog-in-the-manger 
policy, which is contemptible in every aspect. 

The latest scheme to come to the front is 
the Morton bill, incorporating the Nicaragua 
American Company, at the head of Which 
appear the names of Gen. Grant and a for- 
midable list of bankers and capitalists. There 
is no possible objection to this project. Let 
them go ahead and cut their canal by the 
Niearagua route, and, if there are other 
companies tliat Want to cut canals by other 
routes, let them do the same, provided they 
are not allowed to put their hands into the 
people's pockets for Gavermment subsidtes; 
but, at the same time, if the French want to 
cut 4 canal, and are willing to spend their 
money on it, let them do so, and cease this 
Monroe-doctrine nonsense. 

In every point of view the two canals 
would be better than one. They would be 
so far apart that there could be no danger of 
interference. The competition between them 
would be healthy and useful to commerce. 
If the tolls were too high on thé Panama 
route, vessels could take the Nicaragua 
route. If business should become so heavy 
that one canal could not do it all (and it soon 
would if the tolls were low); then the other 
would afford relief, amd, in case one should 
get out of repair from floods and freshets, the 
other could be used. 

If these clamorers for the enforcement of 
the Monroe doctrine are so jealous of for- 
eign presence or occupation, why don’t they 
-enforce the doctrine against Great Britain, 
who lias maintained her flag on our border 
for a hundred years? She is exercising 
jurisdiction over 3,000 miles of our frontier 
and over thousands of miles of Ameri- 
ean waters in both oceans. She con- 
trols the mouth and both banks of 
one of our great inland rivers up to Lake 
Ontario. She is controlling both banks of 
the canals connecting the Upper and Lower 
Lakes. She has her guns and her flag upon 
American soil, and has kept them there ever 
since the Monroe doctrine was promulgated. 
If these Monroe-doctrine people want to en- 
force it so badly, why don’t they notity En- 
gland to withdraw her flag and other em- 
blems of authority and get away trom our 
northern frontiers?—for it is the very spirit of 
the doctrine that a foreigu flag shall not be 
flaunted in our faces on this continent. If 
we held the same relative position in Great 
Britain or in Germany, there would be plenty 
of complaint, for it is just as contrary to the 
natural order of things for Great Britain to 
hold Canada as it would be for the United 
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labor, and know the value of every dollar of : 
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the prinelgbe of ‘the Monroe dostrine, they 
certainly have the richt to teil Great 
Britain to take away her flag from 
our borders, from our Atlantic fisheries, and 
from our interior lines of communications, 
reaching for 2,000 miles from Duluth to the 
Bay of Fandy. This would be sensible and 
in keeping with the spirit of the Monroe 
doctrine, but it they are not ready to do 
that, then let France go ahead atid spend her 
money, and dig her eanal without any fur- 
thér opposition on that score. If any com- 
pany want to build a canal by the Nica- 
ragus route let them build it, or if any 
other company think they have 4 better way 
of getting across let them go their way. But, 
whatever may be done, the nonsense and 
humbug of trying to prevent France from 
digging the Panama Catal with het own 
money by an application of the Monroe doc- 
trie ought to be stopped. The playing the 
part of the dog in the manger is calculated 
to bring us in contempt in the eyes of the 
rest of the world.

THE BURNSIDE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

The measuré known as the Burnside Edu- 
cational bill was brought up in the Senate 
yesterday, and réceived a cordial indorse- 
ment from New England in the person of 
Senator Morrill, of Vermont, and from the 
South in the person of Senator Brown, of 
Georgia. This union of sections on me sub- 
ject certainly indicates a broad purpose, 
without regard to party, to provide substan- 
tial National encouragement for publie 
schools throughout the country. This is 
certalily & cbnsummatlon devoutly to be 
wished,” 

The Burnside bill proposes fo set aside as 
an educational fund the net proceeds from 
the sales of public lands, reserving estab- 
lished State elaims toa péréentage thereof, 
and the rights of preémption and homestead, 
and also the net proceeds of the Government 
receipts from patent fees. The moneys thus 
obtained are to be invested in United States 
4 per cent bonds, and the réventie therefrom 
is to be distributed among the States and 
Territories as follows: (1) One-third of the 
income is to go to the Agricultural colleges 
already éndowed by the Government until 
they shall each have än annual rey- 
enue of $80,000. (2) During the first 
ten years after the Passage of the 
bill the remainme two-thirds of the rev- 
enue from tlie fund stall be divided among 
the States and Territories in proportion to 
their respective population of 10 yéars ard 
upwards who cannot read or write, asshown 
by the latest census. (5) Thereafter the dl- 
vision shall be made in proportion to the 
population between the ages of 5 and 20 
years. (4) Every State partaking of the beni- 
efits of this fund must accept the provisions 
of the aét,—agree failtifally to apply its 
share to the free education of all 
its chijdren between the ages of 6 
and 16 Fears, maintain schools for at least 
four months in every year, and make full 
annual reports to the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation of the number and é¢ondition of the 
schools in every distriet: (5) The Commis- 
sioner of Education, under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Interior, mi y withhold 
the share of any State upon non-compliance 
with the cdénhditions set forth, the State hav- 
ing the right te appeal to Congress against 
such adverse decision until the close of the 
next session. 

Senator Morrill’s speech yesterday was 
an able and earnest appeal fer the 
principles of this. measure. He first 
fathered the jrojeet of extending National 
aid to education as far back as ., and ft 
was his bill that was adopted in 1862 provid- 
ing land endowments fer the colleges of ag- 
riculture and the mechanical arts. It is not 
stirprising, therefore, that he should be in 
full sympathy with this progressive meas- 
ure. He dwelt with much force tipon the 
alarming extent of illiterdcy, as evidenced 
by the census of 1870, whieh revealed the 
faet that more than four and a 
half millions of our people could 
not read or write, and that in a 
school population of fiearly fourteen and a 
half millions only five millions were in actual 
daily attendance at schools. He pictured 
very graphically the advantage which a na- 
tion gains from educated citizens in the ag- 
gtegate increase of intellectual power and 
intelligent exercise of suffrage. He, pointed 
to the dangers incident tu the great food of 
immigration from foreign lands, and to a 
prolific race recently rea | cage in the ab- 
sence of idequite facilities Mr obtaihing the 
rudiments of education. Ile instanced what 
other countries have done and are domg to 
promote education, and defended the con- 
stitutional right of Congress to set 
aside public funds for edueational purposes 
in the manner provided for. The advocacy 
which the bill found from Senator Brown, of 
Georgia, though not so eloquent, was even 
more significant and assuring, because he 
frankly admitted that the negroes of the 
South yearn for school privileges, and that 
they do not enjoy these privileges in any due 
proportion. He pleaded the losses the South 
had sustained as an exctise for the prevail- 
ing neglect of thd public-school system, and 
confessed that the negroes will continue to 
be swindled as long as they are too igno- 
rant to protect their rights, but contended 
that the ruling class in the South would glad- 
ly reeeive and fairly administer, with added 
contributions of their own, @ fund for tho 
maintenance of public schools. It is to be 
hoped all this was sincere. 

The Burnside bill proceeds in the right 
direction, but it does not go far enough, nor 
utilize the best available resources, for it 
will undoubtedly receive the approval of the 
Administration and go into operation; but it 
will be chiefly usefal in the inauguration 
of a National provision for the endow- 
ment of pubii¢ schools uulformiy through- 
out the land that shall in time give 
the system permanency and save i 
from the contingent deficiertcies incident to 
the support of schools by direct taxation on 
land. The income at 4 per cent upon net 
proceeds of land sales and patent receipts, 
which shall amount possibly toa couple of 
millions of dollars a year, will be a small at 
lowance when divided up among all the 
States and Territories. Parliamentary grants 
Of Great Britain to its primary schools 
amount to nearly $14,000,000 a year. There 
S no reason why the pablic schools of the 
{United States should not be supported 
through a National collecting agency, 
which would assure equal facilities 
and advantages in proportion to the popula- 
tion {n the South as wellas North, and for 
the blacks as well as the whites. A plan to 
this end need excite no antagonism from the 
State-rights people, because the States would 
still continue to administer the fund upon 
proper conditions of equality and fairness, 
andin the end it would lead upto the ex- 
tinction of the heresy of State-sovereignty. 

The public schools of the country may De 
supported upon a basis of distribution sim- 
ilar to that proposed by the Burnside bill by 
setting aside the annual revenue derived 
from the tax on whisky and beer as a perma- 
nent educational fund. The Government is 
now in a condition to take such a step with- 
out any embarrassment. The Secretary of 
the Treasury estimates that there will be a 
surplus revenue of over $50,000,000 next year. 
This sum, it must be understood, is over and 
above the strictest compliance with the pro- 
visions for the sinking fund and reduc- 
tion of the National debt. Hf ft were 
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the debt could be devised than that of put- 
ting it intoa permanent fund for the support 
of free schools? The tax on whisky and 
spirits yields this surplus. It is a kind of tax 
that oppresses nobody. Its use for educa- 
tional purposes would relieve land-owners to 
the extent of the annual revenue derived 
therefrom, and thus get rid of a tax that 
everybody now feels who owns property or 
pays rent. The planters of the South would 
no longer be able to deny the black laborers 
thé blessing of a ¢édtition-school educa- 
tion, no movement for a repeal or re 
duction of the most reasonable tax now 
levied would then de lar, and 
the American system of common 
schools would be made universal and endur- 
ing. The same constitutional argument that 
justifies the application of Government reve- 
nue from land sales and patent fees to edu- 
cational purposes will warrant a similar use 
of u Whisky tax, and there will be vastly 
greater fitness in the latter. If the Demo- 
cratic majority which now controls Congress 
shall assent to the principles of the Burnside 
bill, that measure ought to be a stepping- 
stone for the Republican party to advance to 
the more comprehensive and rational system 
of complete support by the people of a uni- 
form system of free ami equal public schools 
through thé agency of the General Govern- 
ment, and by taxing the appetites of the 


whisky cofisumers. ty e 
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THE CHANGES AT WEST POINT. 

Gen. Schofield was not removed from the 
command of West Point Academy a moment 
too soon. The President would have been 
justified in sending him to the plains imme- 
diately after the Whittaker courtmartjal. 
The color prejudice which he exhibited on 
that occasion was unbecoming a National 
officer in a republican army, and unworthy 
the servant of a Government which has de- 
clared that there shall be no legal distinctions 
among its citizens on aeeourt of face or 
color. Schofield’s offense Was aggtavated 
by his report to the Secretary of War during 
the political campaign, in which he denied 
the equality ef the colored people before the 
law, and, begged the Whole question of the 
capacity of the race for edtication. IIS ar- 
gument would have been suitable for à pro- 
slavery speech or sermon before the War 
in old slavery times, but it was utterly wrong 
and indefensiblé in an Officer of the United 
States army speaking of six millions ef his 
felloweltizens. 

There are indieations, indeed, that Gen. 
Schofield agrees with Gen. Hancock in his 
opposition to “dd nigger domination,“ 
as the latter said te Gen. Grant, and 
would not himsélf object to going into 
training for a Democratic nomination in 1854 
on that broad and comprehensive platform. 
If he had been ordered to Alaska, instead 
of to Texas, he would have been properly 
rewarded for his colorophobia. He could 
there cool it off. The assigument of Gen. O. 
O. Howard to the command of the National 
Military Academy gives point and enrpliasis 
to the rebuke of Schofield. The former isa 
better officer, and a better American, than 
the latter. Gen. Howard has beef A con- 
sistent friend of the colored race ever since 
he has been aman. AH the cheap flings at 
im of gcrount of the Freedmam's Bank 
fdilure, for hien de was not in 
the slightest degree responsible, will not 
obseure this fact. Nor wil his reputation as 
a soldier be diminishes or tarnished by slur- 
ring ailasions to his religieus opiniots. I 
he ts what lie is berause he is a Christian, 
then many American citizens will indulge 
the hope that other officers of the army may 
attend his sanétuary. He will éenforeé the 
laws and the regulations of the West Point 
Academy impartially. No boy will be turned 
away from there because his skin is not col- 
ored like his own, nor excused for flagrant 
disobedience because he is white. Both 
races will be put on an equality, so far as 


| the discipline of the Academy goes, from the 


moment he assumes command; and, if he 
cannot keep them there, he will not stay to 
see either of them wronged. 

It is quite time that a certain aristocratic 
clique in the army should wake up to thé 
fact that the colored race is a large and Im- 
portant constituent of the American popula- 
tion. The people raise the army and pay for 
it: and the taxgatherer makes no distinction 
between black and White. There are 6,000,000 
blacks and mulattees in the United States. 
They are among the most industrious, loyal, 
peaceable, and thoffersive people in this 
country. They raise nearly the whole of the 
eotton-crop, and much of the corn, from 
which a large share ef the National wealth 
is derived. They are, directly and indi- 
rectly, thé means of paying a share 
of the public tevenue equal to their 
proportional number. In time of War 
they are subject to military service. If they 
had the men qualified for the places, and 
were in a position to make their power felt, 
they might justly claim one-eighth of all the 
offices in the United States, civil and mili- 
tary. To deny them such representation as 
they can have in the Military Academy, or to 
seek to nullify their rights by discriminating 
against colored eadets, is a piece of insuffera- 
ble inipertinence, of which only a spurious 
aristocrat like Gen. Schofield eould be guiity. 

The “aristocracy”? which is bred at West 
Point is, for the most part, of the codfish 
order. Not one in ten of the cadets has any 
pretensions to birth or breeding before going 
to the academy. ‘They do not average higher 
in social position, refinement, wealth, edtica- 
tion, or inherited capacity than the students 
at the average colleges for civilians. The 
academy was intended to be, and should be, 
thoroughly democratic in its scope and or- 
ganization. But the falso, un-American tra- 
ditions of the place, bred and transmitted 
from slavery times, beget notions of caste 
which are as injurious to the army itself as 
they are to those feeble-minded persons who 
entertain them. It would be better for the 
army, and for the American people, who 
maintain the army solely for their own con- 
venience, that West Point should be abol- 
ished rather than it should be used to breed 
ill-feeling and the spirit of caste between dif- 
ferent races and classes of the American

New York, Dec. 15.— The remarkably 
small fluctuations in the price of Boston Con- 
solidated to-day are explained by the fact of 
all the brokers, by the terms of yesterday’s 
agreement, being rampant bulls on the 
stock, 30,000 shares of which are now locked 
up in the Union Trust Company’s vaults, 
where they are to remain for ninety days. 
On the other hand, most of them and their 
chief customers having their funds tied up 
by the aforesaid arrangement are unable to 
buy te any extent; hence, while low-priced 
stock is eagerly gobbied up, the slightest 
tendency to a boom in Boston is nipped 
in the bud by realizing orders. Under these 
circumstances, numbers of brokers to-day 
transferred their attention to the famous 
Copper Knob property, manifesting as eager 
an ambition to sell it at 10 cents as they had 
displayed five minutes beforeto buy it at 
nine cents. ‘This is the North Carolina prop- 
erty which under pill manufacturing 
Brandretli’s auspices paid two dividends of 
one cent each, and which, though yet young, 
seems to have fallen into the sere and yellow 
leaf of one cent fluctuations. Brokers find- 
ing Copper Knob dealings tame in comparison

TOBACCO. 
ANOTHER FAILURE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, Dec. 15.— The tobacco trade 
was startled to-day by the announcement of 
the failure of Seidenberg & Co., manufactur- 
ers of cigars and importers of leaf tobacco, at 
the corner of Reade and Church streets, and 
at Key West, Fla. They are the largest 
manufacturers of cigars in the country, and 
their credit was unlimited. Messrs, Joseph 
Seidenberg, Samuel Seidenberg, and Samuel 
Wolf, who comprise the firms of Seldenberg 
& Co. and S. Wolf & Co., of Key West, made 
an assignment to Julius Bunze, giving 
preferences aggregating nearly $97,000, 
The firm was established in 1800, 
and gradually worked their way 
up to the head of the trade, and became the 
leading house iu the country in their line. 
They claimed a capital of $400,000 in 1576, 
which was increased since then. 

: THEY IMPORTED ALL THEIR LEAF 
direct from Havana, and manufactured ex- 
clusively at Key West, their salesrooms be- 
ing in this city. Eight hundred hands were 
employed at Key West in their factory, Mr. 
Simon Wolf managing the business there. 
Leopold Wolf was admitted to an interest 
on Jan. 1, 1878. The liabilities are re- 
ported at $500,000, and the assets are 
considered very good. It is thought they 
may be able to settle in- full. In the trade the 
failure was considered 

A VERY GREAT SURPRISE, 
as there was no intimationof any special 
trouble, and the firm had paid everything up 
till to-day. It was stated that Havana-leaf 
had been running so poor thatit had brought 
down prices and hurt the quality, in conse- 
quence of which Connecticut. and Ohio to- 
bacco was purchased and shipped to Key 
West. The competition in making good 
cigars here had cut into Key West 
goods, and, no doubt, hurt 
the trade. Seidenberg & Co. 
had purchased a whele year’s supplies of 
tobacco in Havana, and the crop of 1878 and 
1879 had each turned out badly. Their pur- 
chasesjof the 1879 crop wereconsidered an ex- 
cellent bargain, and it is said that they 
COULD HAVE SOLD OUT THE ENTIRE LOT IM- 

MEDIATELY AFTER 

at an advance of from $100,000 to $150,000 
over what they had paid for it. This lot, 
however, did not turn out anything like what 
was expected, and a great many cigars 
came back on their hands. Mr. Seidenberg 
said, to-day, that the shrinkage in values 
from depreciation and other ‘causes forced 
their assignment. He could not state the 
amount of liabilities accurately until the ac- 
counts had been received from Key West 
and Havana, but said the trade estimate of 
$500,000 was about correct.

MONOPOLISTS. 
THE OLD ANTE-WAR IDEA THAT THE NA- 

TION HAS NO POWER.

New York, Dec. 15.—George TicknorCur- 
tis has written a lengthy letter to President 
Jewett, of the New York, Lake Erie & West- 
ern Railway Company, dissenting from Judge 
Biack’s views on the right of Congress to 
regulate inter-State transportation by rail- 
ways. He denies that railroads are public 
highways or the property in them is public 
property. Assuming these to be the premises 
upon which Judge Black bases his argu- 


ments in support of his position, he cites the 


decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the Dartmouth College cases, to the 
effect, first, that a grant of a char- 
ter of incorporation is a contract between 
the sovereign power of the grantee, ali of 
_— obligations are under the protection 
0 
THAT CLAUSE OF OUR FEDERAL CONSTITU- 
TION 
which prohibits the passage by the State of 
any law that impairs them. From which he 
c..lims it follows that, if a State Legislature 
has once granted to a railroad corporation 
power to make its contracts, without any 
reservation ofa right to control the exercise 
of that power, it cannot subsequently control 
it; and, second, that private property remains 
private property, although held by a 
corporation, and held by the 
terms of tze charter for the 
use of any individual of the public who may 
desire to enjoy its benefits, complying with 
the conditions upon which its use is offered. 
In regard to the 
SCOPE OF THE COMMERCIAL POWER OF CON- 
GREss, 
he quotes Justice Field’s opinion that The 
power to regulate commerce among the sev- 
eral States was vested in Congress in order 
to secure freedom in commercial intercourse 
against discriminating State legislation.

DIVORCE. 

YOU CAN GET DIVORCED IN NEW YORK 
AND MARRY AGAIN IN NEW JERSEY WITH- 
OUT BREAKING NEW YORK LAWS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Dec. 15.—Some time since the 
wife of a man named Kenison, in this State, 
was absolutely divorced from her husband, 
and the law of New York thus pro- 
hibited him from ever marrying again. 

He went to New Jersey with 

a woman with whom he had become infatu- 

ated, and married her, his divorced wife be- 

ing still living. His new wife finally became 
discontented, and applied to the Supreme 

Court of New York to annul her marriage, 

alleging in her complaint that she and Keni- 

son went to New Jersey to be married with 
the deliberate intention of evading the prohi- 
bition. The referee reported in favor of the 
plaintiff, acting under the authority of an 
opinion of the Supreme Court, General Term, 
in the case of Marshall vs. Marshall, which 
declared absolutely void a marriage which 
had been celebrated in Pennsylvania be- 
tween parties who had left this State to 
evade a prohibition contained in a decree of 
divorce against one of them. 

A MOTION TO CONFIRM 


the referee’s report was heard by Judge 
McComber, in Supreme Court Chambers, a 
short time since, and his decision overruling 
the report has just been filed. It will thus 
be seen that, while the law prohibits the 
remarriage of a party against whom 
an absolute divorcee has been 
granted, and the ruling has 80 
been under Judge Davis in the case above 
cited, there isno legal bar to remarriage.

CLIPPING. 
SMALL BUSINESS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, - 

New York, Dec. 15.—There has been much 
complaint recently among retail merchants 
and all sorts of business-men in this city who 
receive small sums of money from their cus- 
tomers of the large amount of clipped and 
bored silver coins in circulation. Large 
numbers of silver coins come in with holes 
through them,—so large a proportion that 
the conclusion is inevitable that they are 
bored by dishonest persons for profit and not. 
merely for the sake of having holes through 
them. In a prominent down-town restau- 
rant, where many of these coins are received 
every day, they were set aside for.a week, 
and were found, in four days, to amount to 
more than $50. There are places where 
these cains can be sold at a discount of not 
more than 1 per cent, and they can be dis- 
posed of at the Sub-Treasury by weight, but 
both of these methods entail a loss upon the 
merchants, and they are unanimous in the 
opinion that there should be some concerted 
movement to refuse to take them. If all 
retail establishments would refuse mutilated 
coins of all kinds the mutilation would soon 
cease to be profitable. There are very few 
bored gold coins, because nobody will take 
them.

POOR MAGDALENA.

A SYSTEM OF HOG EXAMINATION, 

such as that in vogue in some parts of Europe, 
would be perfectly impracticable bere in Chi- 
cago,in view of the immense business done, 
and, as every butcher was apt to be fooled now 
and then on a piece of meat, and couldn't be ex- 
pected to submit it to the mivroscope when be 
weighed out a pound or two to a customer, the 
only safe thing for people to do was to quit eut- 
ing raw pork of any sort and to thoronghly couk 
it before taking it into their stomachs. 

With regard to this system of examination, 
referred to yesterday, the expense would bardly 
be as creat as then stated. It is estimated that a 
fee of 2% cents per hog would be a perfectly fair 
compensation for examining the slaughtered 
porker whole with reference to his hbeaithy or 
unbealthy condition. This would be at the rate 
of about three or four cents a hum, and trum an 
eighth to a quarter of a cent a pound.

AS MANY CANDIDATES AS POSSIBLE, 

and then, after creating a heated contest, to 
propose a compromise candidate who shall be 
sutisfactory to all factions. The argument is 
that any division in the party over the Senato- 
rial question would lose the State in 1882, known 
as the “off year” of politicg, and to guard 
against any such rupture the name of Gov 
Porter is used as the favorable dark horse.

THE CANAL STENCH.

A complete tel- 
ephone exchange is to be established at the Cen- 
tral Station, and the — will be divided into 
small districts, each of which wilt be equipped 
with ‘wagons and horses for instantaneous un- 
swer to calis. The mercantile district, which 
embraces all of the South Division north of Van 
Buren street, will be among the prominent feat- 
uresof the new plan. Business houses and bunks 
will be equipped with dials. much of the 
pattern of those already used by the ‘telephone 
companies. The indicator will have calls for 
murder, tire, larceny, riot, burglary, help, acci- 
dent, disturbance, theft, and thieves. A simple 
pull of the lever will turn in the particular call 
at the Central Station, and a thoroughly equipped 
force of olie and detectives will immediately 
respond in a wagon drawn by swift horses. 
Street stations similar to those already in use

That there are great errors in our present civil- 
ization. and that we do very many things that 
Are in violation of the laws of health, I am will- 
ing to admit, but these are not necessary conse- 
quences of an advanced civilization; they are 
only some of the faults of our present civiliza- 


ou. 
I do not wish to be critical, but J could not belp 
regretting that in the Doctor's citation of causes 


of increasing nervous and mental weakness, ne 


omitted to mention what doubtiess is the most 
prolific cause of these conditions—namely: too 
much and too powerful medication. Often be- 

fore the babes are born they are the subjects of 
indirect, injudicious medication; and after birth 
there is no end in many cases to soothing sirups, 
cordiais, etc., nany of which are very pernicious 
in their effects on both nerves and mind.

Society. 

The second annual meeting of the Centrai 

Fishcultural Society was held at the Grand Pa- 


cifie yesterday afternoon. This organization, | 


projected a year ago by Mr. B. F. Shaw, of Iowa, 
and Mr. Fred Mather, of New York, has for its 
object the interchange of views on the general 
subject of fish, their propagation and protection, 
its membership of thirty embracing quite a 
number of scientists.

He Writes a Graphic Sketch of the 
Early Days of Republicanism. 

Mount PL#ASANT, Ia., Dec. 9, 1880.—To the 
Editor of the Keokuk Gate City -DRAR Sin: I have 
this moment read ydur beautiful editorial re- 
ferring to the Repubiican forlorn hope in the 
United States Senate of 1856, in which you most 
kindly couple my name with the Senatorial de- 
bates for free territory. Without assuming that 
I merited your generous allusions to the part I 
took in that great initiatory controversy, I 
would be untrue tomy own feelings did I not 
tender my thanks for your flattering commenda- 
tion.

Tenants and Sewer-Gas. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—In your. editorial columns 
of Tuesday you make some exeellent sugges- 
tions relative to the legal and moral rights of 
tenants who may be poisoned by noxious gases 
from defective sewerage in houses they occupy. 
It is to be hoped that some of the thousand suf- 
ferers from sewer-gas will commence suit against 
owners of unhealthy tenements. Let us have a 
decision which will set at rest the question, now 
of such vital importance, whether a careless or 
soulless proprietor can allow whole families to 
be poisoned because he is too penurious to keep 
his premises in a good sanitary condition. But 
there are some objections to this method of pro- 
cedure. First, the owner of the building may 
be perfectly innocent of any design of deceiv- 
ing his tenant as to the sanitary condition of his 
house. He may have put the plumbing and 
sewerage in good condition when rented to the 
tenant, or the tenant may by his own careles- 
ness cause obstruction to the sewerage, or the 
defect may be purely an accident for which no 
one is to blame. In such cases a suit brought 
against the landiord would be « mani- 
festly unjust and injurious. law, as 
I understand it, is that any injury 
to any portion of the prepares must be borne by 
the tenant, if he received the premises in good 
condition. Second, the tenant may not be able 
to bear the expenses of a suit inst the land- 
lord, and the bringing of such uit may work to 
his injury. I have often advised my patients 
suffe from diseases evidently caused or ag- 

ravated by imperfect sewerage in houses evi- 

ently in a bad sanitary condition when the ten- 
ant took possession to refuse to pay the rent un- 
til the sewerage was madesaf>. This course 
generally brings the landlord to terms. 

It appears to me that the best way out of this 
trouble is for the city to appoint competent men 
to inspect the private sewerage of each new 
house, and aiso inspect each house about to be 
rented,—have it made obligatory on every land- 
lord to deliver to the lessee of any property a 
certificate from the Sanitary Inspector t the 
house so rented is in a sanitary condition. 

If such a measure is adopted there would be 
no more trouble for landlords whocomplied witn 
the law, for, during the occupancy of the prem- 
ises, any defect in the sewerage would have to 
be removed at the expense of the tenant. nd 
great difficulty in convincing people who own 
the house they live in that the sewerage is bad. 
They prefer to lay the blame to escaping gas 
from gas-pipes, dead rats, etc. There should be 
a law compelii such people to place their 
premises in condition, if the Inspector de- 
cide it to be necessary.

GEN. HAZEN, 


A Former Army Officer Says a Good 
Word for “New Probablilitics.” 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Cuicaao, Dec. 15.—I notice in Tue TRIBUNE 
of this morning a letter from Washington signed 
H. I. R.,“ making such an infamous attack on 
one of the finest officers of the army, and at the 
same time a most honorable and high-minded 
gentieman, that I cannot let it pass without a 


reply. 

To those who are acquainted with Gen. Hazen 
the subject of the attack, a reply will be unnec- 
essary, but to those who are not, I submit the 
following statement of fact: 

On duty with his regiment in Texas in 1859, he 
was severely wounded in an engagement with 
the Indians, a bullet passing through his bridle- 
band and lodging in his body, where it now re- 
mains, and at times causes him great suffering, 
and at all times iuconvenience. In 1861 he was 


appointed Colonel of the Forty-first Ohio Vol- 
unteers, andin January, 1862, was assigned to 
the command of a brigade in Nelson’s divf@ion 
of the Army of the Onio. 

At the battle of Shiloh his brigade began 
fighting just after daylight on Monday morn- 
ing, and fought gallantly up to 9 o'clock, when 
the enemy in their front fell back. At this time 
both Gens. Buell and Nelson rode up and thanked 
Gen. Hazen for the gallant behavior of his com- 
mand. Half an hour after this the attack on 
bis front was renewed with great vigor, and 
Gen. Buell, seeing the enemy advancing to 
charge, ordered Gen. Hazen to call up his re- 
serve and make a counter-charge, which was 
done, and thé Confederates driven back a long 
distance, say half or three-fourths of a 
mile, when their second line was reached, 
and, met with a murderous fire, 
Hazen’s brigade, already broken by heavy loss 
and charging so long a distance through the 
woods and fields, was compelied to fall back to 
its original position. In making this charge 
the brigade had borne tothe right, so that in 
falling back those who went ina straight line 
came out in front of McCook’s division; and 
this is precisely what Gen. Hazen did, there re- 
porting to a general officer that his brigade was 
cut to pieces, which it really was, not more than 
10 per cent of it reaching the position held pre- 
vious to the charge, and asking to given a 
new command. During this charge Gen. Hazen 
was up on the line with bis men, encouraging 
and urging them on, and when compelied to fall 
back trying to collect them in sutlicient num- 
bers to make a successful stand. The é@ffect of 
this charge was such thatthe enemy made no 
further attack on this part of the line. 

These are the facts as given in the testimony 
of the three officers of his personal staff who 
were permitted to testify at the court-martial 
convened to try Col. Stanley for his false and 
slanderous charges against a noble man and 
soldier. Many others of his command were 
unxious to testify to the same facts, but were 
not permitted to do so, Col. Stanley's counsel 
rising in court and objecting to the admission of 
their testimony, saying that Col. Stantey did “ not 
claim that the charges he had made were true, 
but simply that when he made them he believed

Allen, Thompson of New Jersey, 
elder Bayard, 933 Pierce, Mason, Evans, 
Butler, Iverson, eller, Fitzpatrick, Slidell, 
Thompson of Kentucky, Crittenden, Bell, 
Bright, Douglas, Geyer, Sebastian, Cass, Rusk, 
and Houston are all dead, as are Hammond, 
Powell, Andrew Johnson, Green, 
Polk, others who later, 
but preceding the War of the Re- 
bellion. And no one of the Senators of 
this period, though still living, who defended or 
apologized for secession, ever reéntered as a 
member. There are. however, thirty new Sena- 
tors from the sixteen Southern States pertina- 
ciously defending the principles of the * Lost 
Cause.” Marvelous mavifestations of obtuse- 
ness! Southern statesmen of the ante-bellum 
period defended State-sovereignty and the con- 
sequent right of secession to preserve slavery. 
As slavery was, in their opinion, the paramount 
interest, they acted wisely. In the presence of 
the aroused moral sentiment of the people of 
the North, slavery could be perpetuated in no 
other method. But now. when slavery is irre- 
vocably dead, it is wonderful that its 
should exercise such a potent spell on the minds 
of their successors. Had they the mental fore- 
cast of their predecessors, they could hardly 
fail to perceive that this ghastly fantom must 
be swept away by the spirit of reedom, as the 
smoke hovering over the field of a delivered 
battie, by the friendly breezes; and that Bour- 
bon statesmen must give place to the represent- 
atives of equal rights before the law as surely 
as time is inexorable and truth eternal. 

Pardon this impromptu reminiscence, funeral 
oration, and prophecy. Your beautiful editorial 
engendered the impulse.

Dr. Joseph Tefft called the gathering to order, 
and Mr. R. M. Patrick, in the absence of Ira 
Curtiss, made the welcoming address in behalf 
of the citizens of Marengo and dairymen in the 

vicinity. He alluded to the dangers that were 
threatening the foundation of the dairy inter- 
ests of the Northwest. These were the adultera- 
tions of butter and cheese with lard and taliow, 
and the mechanical devices used in the adulter- 
ations; also tothe fart that cheese was being 
skimmed so heavily that it was unfit for food, 
and these matters had reduced the market 
prices and the falling off in the export demand. 

Mr. MeGlincy, of Elgin, made the response. 
He said this was a crisis in dairy matters. He 
alluded to the “ anti-huff” which was used in 
making cheese, and advised dairymen to let it | 
alone; also to suine, which was threatening 
to drive honest butter from the Chicago market, 
and advised the Association to look into and 
discuss the matter, and prevent the ruimation 
of the dairy interests. 

Dr. Tefft, the President, then made the annual 
address, in which he aliuded to the vast falling 
off inour exports of butter ‘and cheese, owing 
to the adulteration of these articles by lard and 
tallow. The greatest amount of adulterated 
butter, called suine, lard-butter, eto, was made 
in Ohicago. Oleomargarine had been de- 
cided unwholesome by the French Govern- 
ment, though a French invention. To the 
past importance of the dairy interest he 
called particular attention, and to the danger 
which was threatening it. Lard-butter adulter- 
ated to the sixth per cent nad been sold as pure 
creamery. His remedy was legislation which 
would compel the labeling of all adulterated 
goods, giving the per cent of adulteration, 
whether with lard or tallow. He advocated the 
organizing of State duiry stations, where experi- 
ments could be made, and thus check adultera- 
tion. Pure dairy products were always in de- 
mand as good and wholesome articies for the 
many. In this country only four and one-half 
pounds of cheese were consumed annually per 
capita, while in Engiand it reached fourteen. 
Good cheese was as wholesome and nutritious as 
good beef and mutton. | 

The question of whether it was profitable to 
deliver milk once er twice a day was discu ssed 
by H. C. Edwards of Dundee, C. C. Buell of Rock 
Falis, 8. K. Bartholomew, Coral, and others. 
The drift was, where milk was to be made ex- 
clusively into butter it paid d ecidedly to deliver 
it twice a day. But where they made butter and 
skimmilk cheese it was better to deliver on ce a 
day in order that a little cream might be left in 
the cheese, which was not the case nowadays. 
7 ee of cream was due to the handling of the 
milk, 

Mr. Bartholomew said that every man who 
had made good cheese had found it unprofitable. 
Skimmed cheese—say skimmed two and a 
baif tothe hundred pounds of milk—sold for 

eight cents, while that skimmed down to four 
r about all that the milk contained, would 
ring perhaps three cents a pound or less. 

Where two and a half pounds was skimmed the 

cheese was called part-skimmed, and the other 

full-skimmed. A pound ot butter would now 
have to bring about 0 cents in order to be worth 
as much as the cheese product. 

The evening session was opened by a paper on 
oleomargarine by Prof. Angell, of Washington, 
D. C., read by W. J. Anderson, of Elgin, Secre- 
tary of the Association. The paper set forth 
that 300,000 firkins had been contracted for by 
one of the oleomargarine factories, showing the 
vast extent to which it was made. One hundred 
millions of pounds were made of it last year. tt 
is put up in all sorts of shapes, and is largely 
used in many creameries, which mix 2 per cent 
with their cheese, Oleomargarine was unwhole- 
some, as shown by the sage cher wr 4 phot pbs, 
and its use has been forbidden in rench 
hospitals, because it was injurious to the di- 
gestive organs of the sick and debilitated, 

An essay on milkmaids by Mrs. Frank 1. 
of Elgin, was the paper of a scholar, and as in- 
teresting as it was full of research and literary 
ability, alluding to the milkmaids of poetry and 
the chanre that has come to-day. 

The cost of producing milk in summer, com- 
pared with the cost of producing milk in win- 
ter, was discussed, the question having been 
opened in the afternoon, in which many mem- 
bers of the Convention took part, the adva 
being in favor of winter-producing, when 
expense of prodvemg was, on an average, 25 
per cent less.

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TELEPHONE. 


Some of the Annoyances Insepar- 
able from Its Use. 


ay Defecti ve Switches, Crossed Lines, and 


Failure to Ring Out.“ 


Ludicrous Incidents Arising from Simi- 
larity of Names and Use of Slang. 


No history of the telephone—that most 
convenient, if not in some respects the 
greatest, invention of the Nineteenth Cent- 
ury—will ever be complete without a chap- 
ter, or several of them, on the annoyances 
daily and hourly experienced by that indis- 


pensaLie adjunct to conversation over the 


wires—the operator at- the central office— 
and, not infrequently, by the impatient sub- 
soriber waiting for a connection. The sub- 
ject is one full of Interest and incident, and 


was very appropriately, but briefly, touched f 


upon during the past week in a paper 


read before the seventh annual meeting of 


the American Electrical Society by Mr. C. C. 
Haskins of the American District Telegraph 
Company of this city, 

Among the petty annoyances noted by the 
author of this interesting paper was that 
most irritating and exasperating experience 
in the life of the average subscriber on sud- 
denly finding himself eut out” on a con- 
nection, which had upto that precise moment 
been working to a charm. Tender messages 
between husband and wife, adorer and 
adored, son-in-law and mother-in-law, have 
thus been ruthlesly chopped in two, cut in 
the middle, and rent in twain, regardless 
alike of sense, sentiment, or order. Tele- 
phonic orders from the down-town business 
office to the up-town butcher have ended in 
delightful uncertainty as to whether the 
proposed dinner was to consist entirely of 
soup or whether. the remainder of 
the directions owas to come along 
some time after the dinner hour 
was presumably over. The amount of pro- 
fanity evolved from this single annoyance in 
connection with the use of the telephone it 
would be impossible, as well as ungracious, 
to attempt to estimate. Mr. Haskins proper- 
ly characterized it as one of a class of in- 
visible enemies to perfect work which is the 
more difficult to combat because unseen, and 
because it leaves no trace by which it may 
be followed. Noexplanation ean be made 
perfectly satisfactory to the subscribers so 
separated. They only know that they have 
been disconnected, and are obliged to accept 
one of the two horns of the dilema,—ei ther 
to ring up a second cennection, or abandon a 
half-com plete conference. 

IN EXAMINING THIS MATTER, 

the author of the paper found that the cut- 
ting-off occurred, first. from broken connect- 
ing, or telephone, cords; secondly, trom 
loose switches, or plugs; and thirdly, from 
loose connections in binding-posts: The 
latter two causes, he remarked, were com- 
paratively easy of discovery and remedy, 
but the former had always been a source of 
much vexation and a matter necessitating 
long and careful experiment. The result of 
his 0 ations, detailed at considerable 
length, Had shown him that, while a perfectly 
satisfactory switch-cord had not yet been in- 
vented, asingle spiral wire, wound tightly 
around a linen twine, had done much within 
the past two months relieve the difficulty, 
and the cry of “cut-off” had been growing 
less frequent every day. 

But, as the same authority well remarked, 
there is another class of “cut-offs” which 
no cord or connection, however perfect, will 
ever cure. The allusion was to that frequent 
source of ere to third parties, and the 
man at the central office—the failure on the 

of a caller to disconnect his machine 
when he has had his say over the wire. The 
extent of this thoroughly reprehensibie 
practice will readilv be seen from the results 
of a statistical examination of the A. D. I. 
Exchange’s business, which demonstrated 
that not more than 30 per cent of its sub- 
scribers ever ring for a disconnection. 
Tnere is. of course, only one way tw 
remedy this failure to ring out,” and that 
is for the man at the central office to“ listen 
off” the connection at the risk of hearing 
something, which he is ho more anxious to 
know than are the parties to the conversa- 
tion interested in having him know. The 
rules of the Exchange, printed in bold type 
on the front cover of the lists of subscribers, 
imperatively require in all eases a notice to 
disconnect, and the failure can be explained 
on no other principle than that What is 
everybody’s business is nobody’s business.“ 
When the telephone first came into vogue 
here, the subscriber calling the central office 
was expected to ring for a disconnection 
when he had finished using the instrument. 
he result was that not more than 20 per 
cent of the subscribers ever did it. With the 
idea of having two chances where there was 
but one company made the present 
rule, which applies to both 
THE CALLER AND THE CALLED, 
and the result shows an improvement of 10 
per cent. The remaining TU per cent, how- 
ever, still go on us! eir telephones and 
dropp em when thay ret ＋ 7 regard- 
less of the wauts of other subscribers or of 


| the ever-existing necessity for the dispateh 


of business at the central office. Sub- 
seriber A trusts to Subscriber B to ring out, 
and Subseriber B supposes that Subscriper A, 
who has called, has enough sense to ring for 
a disconnection without his meddling in the 
matter. The result is that neither rings, and 
the man at the central office is perfectly 
justified in supposing that their conversa- 
tion is still going on. New comes a cali at 
the central office from Subseriber C, who 
begs to be connected with Subscriber A or 
Subseriber B., and as usual, is not 
in the least ipclined to wait, but 
wants what he wants right away, with no 
nonsense about it. The switch-board is 
called into operation, and the report comes 
back that A or Bis busy. C, disgusted, goes 
out and damns the telephone roundly and 
soundly. Probably he calls on A and asks 
him if he has used his telephone lately. 
When he is told that A hasp’t used his in- 
strument for the last half or three-quarters 
of an hour, he is in a proper frame of mind 
to damn the central office, and frequently 
dees it, too, either personally or by wire, 
whichever be the more safe or convenient. 
The central office makes an investigation, 
and the unpleasantness is finally charged up 
where it belongs,—to the failure on the part 
of A or B., or both of them, to | out.“ 
True, the central office could have listened 
them off, and in this way have obviated any 
delay or difficulty. But it isn’t the business 
of the central office to do that sort of thing, 
having all itean do to attend to its own 
legitimate business, and not desiring to pry 
into the affairs of other people. 

Instances of this failure to ring for a dis- 
connection occur day after day, with results 
MORE on LESS ANNOYING. 

Not long ago the patrons of a certain whole- 
sale crockery store not far from the corner 
of State and Madison streets, sent in a gen- 
eral wail to the central office of their inability 
to connect with the dispensers of plates and 
dishes, and a man was sent post-haste to dis- 
cover the source of trouble. He was not 
long in makmg his Investigation. One of 
the clerks in the house called up somebody by 
telephone, and, when he had finished talking, 
hung up the receiver without ringi out. 
The investigator knew what the trouble was 
then, on explaining to the proprietors 
that this little failure on the part of their 
clerk might have been the means of cutting 
them out of several orders by telephone from 
customers whose e was worth having, 
the young man received a new set of in- 
ae the complaints suddenly 
0 

The same delightful state of uncertainty 
as to whether a subscriber is through using 
his telephone or not exists when one of the 
parties to an electrical conversation lays 
down the receiver and p to hunt up 
certain necessary information in ks or 
papers about his office. This occ quite 
reguently, especially in law and railroad 
offi as the hunt is occasionally pro- 
lon for half an hour or so, the parties are 
somewhat surpr not to say put out, 
when they find it no longer possible to con- 
verse without ing up the central office 
again and r ishing the connection. The 
telephone, in the estimation of some people, 
no doubt cught to chop w carry 7 
and drive ho but somehow or other it 
has never done and probably never will. 
But, aside from this freq source of 
annoyance, the daily experience of a man at 
the central office—no matter whether in Chi- 
o or New York, or whether he draw his

In addition to Wil this, Chi peo- 
ple have the peculiar habit of shortening the 
names of firms, tities, ete. “Field, Leiter & 
Co.,” in nine cases out of ten, is rung 
through the telephone and comes out otmpty 
„ Field-Leiter.” M. D.“ may mean Mer- 
chants’ Dispateh,—generally does,—but it 
also means a doctor. Board of Trade and 
bank abbreviations are the most numer- 
ous. The former will readily sug- 
gest themseives—a combination of 
apbreviation and slang. The latter are 
abbreviations pure and simple, such as Mer- 
chants’ Saving for the interminably lon 
name of Merchants’ Savings, Loan & Trus 
Company. The prefix “Northwestern” is 
applied in Chicago to 
BANKS, LUMBERB-YARDS, STORES, 
laudries, tin-shops, 2 insurance 
companies, and a dozen other lines and in- 
terests, and yet it is no uncommon thi 
for somebody to call up Northwestern 
and expect the operator to Know by intuition 
just which particular Northwestern some- 
thing-or-other he wants to speak with. The 
same is true in regard to the word “ Union,” 
used in a similar connection, 

Occasionally a subscriber exhibits an ex- 
cess of caution, though as arule it is gen- 
erally the other way. One business concern 
not long ago had the “pointer” of its A. D. 
T. dialat “Fire.” The man in charge hap- 
pened to see it, at once supposed something 
was out of gear, and took trouble to post 
over the dial the legend, Don't use. Tele- 
phone out of order Al that was required, 
of course, was to put the pointer back at 
* Telephone—use,” and the instrument would 
have worked as well as ever. History is si- 
lent as to whether the boys in the office 
chaffed him when they discovered just how 
careful he had been, but presumably they 


did. 

The telephone companies suffer less than 
might be supposed from the malicious mis- 
chief of the small boy and his larger brother. 
The moment the public schools close for the 
summer, however, trouble commences. The 
familiar but innocent kite and the equally 
familiar but less innocent string with a stone 
at one end of it, are brought into service, 
= —.— 8 clogged 2 — 
additional weight, so as to require specia 
looking after. Occasionally somebody in 
the upperstories of a high build hurls 
forth a dilapidated hoopskirt which lights 
on and obstructs as many as half a dozen 
wires. The subscribers in the meantime 
may be growling for connections, and the 
Company is put to the expense of removing 
the difficulty. 

The mistake oftenest made by the new 
hand at the telephone is in the improper use 
of the switch. uring the month of October 
last, out of the whole number of complaints 
made to one of the Chicago Exchanges, sixty- 
nine were due to the ignorance of the com- 
plainants in regard to the proper way of 
handling and > 

WORKING THE INSTRUMENT. 

Asa general thing, subscribers are not as 
careful as the men referred to above, who 
was bothered over the position of his point- 
er. People have called Fire,” Police,“ 
Carriage,“ “ Doctor,” and about everything 
else on the dial when all they wanted in the 
world was the use of the telephone. There 
are two numbers on the dial-face which are 
used simply and solely for the purpose of 


testing contacts, and it isa standing rule in 


the office that no attention is to be paid to 
them when the signals come in, because it is 
evident that somebody is engaged in testing 
the contacts, New subscribers, after ringing 
in all the other possible calls, have in some 
cases gone so far as to try even test call, 
and, of course, got no attention whatever. 
The ability to read seems to be somewhatim- 
paired when it comes to operating the tele- 
phone, and when a lady dressed to go out 
calls for the Fire Department, when she really 
needs nothing but a carriage, the resulting 
scene is apt to be disastrously hysterical. 

The mistake of calling for somebody on 
one telephone when he doesn’t papper to 
have that particular instrument, but the 
other, is of too frequent occurrence to re- 
quire any particular remark. Exasperating 
as the caller’s experience may be, the trouble 
could all be avoided by consulting the printed 
lists, and being guided thereby. 

As in writing one learns to use the right 
hand, or in the use of the telescope sees with 
the right eye, so in the practical workings of 
the telephone one gradually acquires not 
only the habitof using one ear exclusive- 
ly, but of paying no attention to 
what is going on with the other. In other 
words, one ear listens at the telephone, and 
the other doesn’t listen at all, or, if it does, 
pays no heed to what it hears. This appar- 
ent concentration of the hearing powers, 
which is purely the result of education, is 
really little less than wonderful when one 
comes to consider it. 


ALMOST EVERYBODY HAS NOTICED 


the occasional humming of the telephone and 
and telegraph wires in cold weather, with- 
out, however, stopping to inquire, as a rule, 
the cause of this peculiar affection. 
sound is produced on the same principle as 
that from the strings of an AZolian harp, 
which in some respects it greatly resem- 
bles, though it is less delicate and per- 
haps less seothing to the auditory 
nerves, Every substance in nature, capable 
of any resonance whatever, has whatis known 
as a fundamental note, which will sound 
when struck or vibrated. If the vibrations ex- 
ceed sixteen to the second, the result is a 
musieal tone. The telephoue or telegraph 
wires, if taned up so that the wind, striking 
against them, causes them to vibrate at arate 
greater than sixteen r second, will give 
this musical tone so often heard these cold 
nights. The tighter the wire the higher the 
vibration. Slackening the wire until the vi- 
brations ure less than sixteena second de- 
stroys the sound. Cold, of course, contracts 
the wires, tightens them up, and the result is 
the musical tone described. In warm 
weather the result is precisely the 
contrary. The complaint not infre- 
quently comes in that “the wires are 
humming so that my wife can’t sleep,” and 
the gallantry of the telephone . imme- 
diately comes to the rescue, The wires are 
slackened, or a piece of rubber is put in next 
to the glass insulator in order to deaden the 
vibrations and preveut them from descending 


into the house through the contacts, and, 


henceforth the fair sufferer slumbers and 
sloogs undisturbed by the humming on the 
outside, 

Perhaps nothing is quite so exasperating, 
next to being cut out,” as to be unable to 
got aconnection at all. Unfortunately, this 
does occasionally happen, and the only ap- 
parent shing to do is to be patient and bear it 
until the diffieulty is removed and a con- 
nection established. The wires leading from 
a subscriber’s house or — 5 of business to 
the central office is technically known as a 
‘calling line.” Subscriber A, 
signal on calling line No. 23 is sets the 
pointer of his A. D. T. box on “ Telephone- 
use.” and pulls down the lever. The register 
at the central office starts at once, when the 
pulling of the lever opens the circuit, and the 
paper registers the signal -- -~ -----+ —, 
which, being interpreted, means ‘226 use.”
